If  you  want  fine  flowers, 
you  must  be  interested  in  them  and  give  them  attention.  I would 
much  prefer  not  to  sell  them  to  you  unless  I was  sure  this  would  be 
done,  as  the  purchaser  is  liable  to  blame  the  dealer,  who  may  be 
entirely  innocent.  With  each  order  sent  out  is  included  full  cultural 
directions  issued  by  the  Dahlia  Society  of  Southern  California  and 
supplied  to  its  members.  If  these  directions  are  observed,  you  will 
grow  as  fine  Dahlias  as  anyone,  and  they  will  be  a joy  to  you 
throughout  the  entire  summer. 

All  responsible  growers  like  to  receive  a word  from  their 
customers  concerning  the  degree  of  success  achieved  by  them  with 
their  tubers,  because  their  interest  does  not  cease  with  a sale.  They 
like  to  know  how  the  different  varieties  succeed  in  different  localities. 
For  this  reason  I would  appreciate  a word  from  you  telling  me  what 
success  you  had  with  yours.  In  this  connection,  it  is  well  to 
remember  that  many  varieties  require  to  be  acclimated  before  they 
will  do  their  best,  so,  if  they  are  not  a complete  success  the  nrsr. 
year,  try  them  again,  and  you  will  be  surprised  at  the  result.
